Many of tho nations haven’t even recognized 
Russia yet, but they have the Chinese enbassios. They 
would becono connunist enbp.ssios. They would then have 
the power in' those cnbassics to toJ^o ovor with the world 
revolution, and we would face this position. Wo would 
have a flanic on the one side controlled by comunisn, and 
we nre today spending billions of dollars in Surope to keep 
that flank fron being controlled by Connunist s. So, ns I 
soe it today, in our own interests, tho interests of tho 
Anorican people, as well as those of our forncr allies, tho 
Chinose, we should do everything that is possible to prevent 
then fron being taken over by connunisn,” 
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"I think, Senator, that you may "be exaggerating the que^ 
tion of China in the United nations and Chinese eahaesies 
in the various countries as con^jared v/ith China itself as 
a central power and organization, Ihe Russians already 
have all the ohstructivc pov/er they need in the United 
Rations with the veto they have; a double veto doesn't 
add to that. If they cooperate in the United Rations, they 
cooperate; if they don't, they don't. As for Chinoso cn- 
hassies, it is to tho Indivldioal countries whether they 
recognize China or not,” 

•****♦ But let's look at our interests prior to tho taking 
over of this vast territory by the Ceojnunlsts, **** \jo 
fought the Pacific war, and arc vjo going to soy now that 
v;o will surrender odl that we fought for? •***>' 

"Senator, I think wo ought to try to get dov/n to tho basic 
realities of the situation, You spook of tho Connunists 
taking over China, 1 think that perhaps Is too strong a 
way of putting it, Prom tho Amorican point of view, v/hat 
can American policy do in the situation? The key to tho 
situation in China is not that tho Communists have vjon but 
tliat tho Rational government has collapsed of its own cor- 
Tigjtion and its own inefficiency. That leaves us with 
nothing there to support, so wo cannot talk of tho interests 
we would have defended if there were something there for us 
to si:5iport, Uo have to get to tho realities of the situa- 
tion and how wc can donl with it,” 

”Mr, LATTIl'IORE, I can't agree v/lth you on that, '/hen I 
think of what happened bctv;een V-J Uny and today, whon I 
think of our government sending Ccneral MARSHALL as an 
emissary to China; what for? To try to consolidate the 
Rationalist government and tho Communists, Row, ho v/as 
following out pji order, I am satisfied that it v;as not 
his direct order; he was follovang it out. We have learned— 
and we should have known this before Yalta — that you cannot, 
under any circumstances, ever put the Connunists into any 
other government that they v/otildn't take it over. Let’s 
take Czechoslovakia, Lot's look at this thing in the li^t 
of what has happened. Row, what did General MARSKALL do? 

Kc did this, Kc ha.d them stop fighting. Ho gave every 
proferenco to tho Connunists because the Conraunists v;cro 
defeated at the time that he tvent there,” 
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"I chould like to disagreo with you there, Senator, on 
several points of fact and several points of opinion^ On 
a point of fact, it can hardly he said that General MAHSHALL 
gave any advantage to the Connrunist side in China, since 
it ia on the record that d-uring the period when the sides 
wore lining up for the civil war, Ijncrican transportation 
hy air and sea was taicing govcra’icnt forces to positions of 
advantage. The Nationalist troops were taken to that part 
of Manchuria to which Ancricn had access. The Connunists 
went overland in an area which Arerlca couldn't control, 

"On a question of opinion, I v;ould differ v;ith you in con- 
sidoring General HAESHMjL was a very wise nan. Ho surveyed 
the situation there, found a situation which Anorica would 
not ho in a position to control, and not being able to con- 
trol the position, ho roconnended a policy that would not 
got us in deeper," 

"**** In the big surrenders of the Nationalist troops in 
Manchuria in ITovcnbcr and Doconber of 1948, the JE’./ YORK 
TUBS carried the report that, in one surrender of one 
group of Nationalist arnics without fighting, they turned 
over to the Comunists Intact norc Ancrican arns and 01 : 55 - 
plies than the value of that $125,000,000. So, if you arc 
trying to aid a country which is losing the supplies and 
surrendering then as rapidly a-s that, what is tho use of 
pouring norc down tho sane rat hole?" 

"Nell, you night call it a rat hole, but as I see it, this 
isn't a rat hole; this is tho vital interest of the TJnitod 
States of Anorica. •***" 

"****•* I agree udth you that It is to tho Ancrican interest 
to stabilize the situation,, to ndninizc the spread of con- 
nunisn anywhere and everywhere, I think the pra.cticrJ.

It is stated that the Karyland Subrersive Activities Act of 1949, 
generally referred to as tlvs^cr Sill, was passed by the Legislature and beemo 
effective on April 22, 1949, The Ober Bill nakes it r, crlnc to bolontC to 
orgaJilzatlons advocating violent overthrow of tho governrjont and requires a 
loyalty check of public cnployccs, including school toachors. It is noted 
that the Connunist Party of Maryland nado a concentrated effort to prevent tho 
passage of tho bill by tho Lcgislatuxo and following its passago, attcr:^tcd 
to dissuade the Governor of Maryland fron signing the bill.
